The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of a computer implemented administering of networked household 
devices predicated upon a user metric vector composed of a user metric and a 
relational metric formed from a first filtered user metric and a second filtered user 
metric where metric ranges are embodied in user metric space and if the user 
metric vector is outside such user metric space, an action is identified to set a 
value of an attribute of the networked household device. 

The closest prior art (Kroll, USPN 6,645,153) teaches metric analysis of 
an implanted medical device related to a threshold and the execution of a 
warning signal. Kroll does not teach user metric vector analysis related to 
network household device and the setting of a value of an attribute related to the 
networked household device.
